His ‘riend from Maine (Mr. Hale), who for the 
moment was absent, he (Mr. Logun) would not 
refer to, but that Senator (Mr. Haie) had been 
encouraged from the start to make war op this 
bill. Mr. Logan thought fortune would have come 
to the bill if somebody else had introduced it. 

This is the report in the Record: 

My friend from Maine, who is absent—and there- 
fore I will not refer to him now—was doubtless 
encouraged by the opposition of other Senators to 
make war upon this bill from the start. 1 know 
not why. I think good fortune would perhaps 
have come to this bill more certainly had it been 
reported by some one else. 

It will be seen that the changes made have 
trunsformed a clear and positive assertion into 
weak and meaningless language. In the press 
report, impartial and unrevised, Gen. Logan 
knows where Mr. Hale's encouragement came 
from, and does not attempt to bold other Sen- 


ators respousible for it. To bold them respon- 


sible would have been absurd, because Mr. 
Hale was the leader of the opposition, and for 
other reasons. Dispatches sent from Wasu- 
ington to various parts of the coun- 
try indicate that Gen. Logan's re- 
marks were generally regarded there as a 
thrust at Blaine. Gen. Logan had been lea to 
believe that Mr. Hale had been urged by Mr. 
Blaine to oppose this bill, and in a moment of 
excitement he gave expression to this belief— 
this seems to be the prevailing impression at 
the Capital. 

But is it probable that the two men whose 
names the Republican party placed side by 
side on its National ticket are pot warm friends, 
and that one has undertaken in an under- 
banded way to bumiliate the other by causing 
the detfea: of a bill in which he is deeply inter- 
ested? We cannot think so. And if Gen. Lo- 
gan bas allowed such a suspicion to enter his 


mind—as his remarks seem to show—it will. 


probably be removed by‘Mr. Hale before the 
end of the debate upon this bill. 


THE DEWEY DIVORCE SUIT, 


Wisconsin's First Governor Being the 
Plaintiff, It Is Attracting Considerable 
Attention—A History of the Couple’s Mar- 
ried Life. 

LANCASTER, Wis., March 31.—) Special. |—The 
divorce suit of Nelson Dewey, dhe first Gdv- 
ernor of Wisconsin, against bis wife Catha- 
rine, which will soon be tried betore Judge 
Clementson in chambers, is a notable one. 
Gov. Dewey was one of the most prominent 
characters ia the early settlement of Wiscon- 
sin. He came to this State in 1836 from Ham- 
ilton, N. T., when about 22 years of age, as 
clerk for a company of New York capitalists 
who had purchased the village site of Cassville, 
which then promised to be one of the principal 
of the Mississippi River towns, A year afterward 
young Dewey came to Lancaster and formed a 
partnership with the lute J. Allen, Barber, 
which was continued for ten years. Barber 
and Dewey conducted a law and real-estate 
business and became wealthy from their vent- 
ures in lead-mining, lands. and from their legal 
practice. When Wisconsin Territory was 
formed into a State Nelson Dewey, then and 
always a Democrat, wus elected Governor, 
taking his seat in August, 1648, and serving 
for two terms. His service as Governor was 
popular and successful. While cccupying the 
Gubernatorial cha'r he married Miss Catharine 
Dunn, daughter of Judge Dunn, who was 
prominent in Territorial days. Catbarine 
Dewey is described by those who knew her 
when young as beautiful and accomplished. 
In 1854 Gov. Dewey purchased the interests of 
the Dennison & Bronson Company at Cass ville 
and attempted—what the company had failed 
to accomplish— to establish a large city at Cass- 
ville. He erected a residence which was 
then undoubtedly the finest in tbe 
State, which, with the outbuildings, cost $150,- 
000. Here he lived in princely style for a num- 


ber of years. His investments in Cassville 


were unprofitable, however, and his expend- 
itures began to exceed his receipts, though he 
never allowed the true state of affairsto be 
known. Mrs. Dewey, accompanied by her son 
and daughter, went to Europe and remained 
there about two years. During her absence, as 
the Governor recently swore, he borrowed 
money that she might live in elegance 
there. When Mrs. Dewey returned she 
was astonished, apparentiy, to hear that her 
hu d was financially embarrassed, and evi- 
dently she does not believe it even yet, as the 
main ground upon which she defends the ac- 
tion for divorce is the allegation that be has 
valuable property hidden from ber knowledge. 
Mrs. Dewey resided at Madison after her re- 
turn trom Europe, the Governor living, as 
now, at Cass ville. About seven years ago she 
visited Cassville, and what she learned there 
regarding her husband’s losses preyed upon 
her excitable mind. The property of ber mother, 
Mrs. Dunn, was aso supposed to have been lost 
in the several wrecks of Gov. Dewey's fort- 
unes, and when Mrs. Dewey informed her 
mother that their money was gone Mrs. Dunn, 
then an aged woman, drowned herseif in the 
Wisconsin River. Mrs. Dewey became insane 
over her troubles and was conflued at Mendota 
Asylum s short time. She hus of late years 
lived in Milwaukee in circumstances which are 
far from affluent. She lives in asma)i house 
on the outexirts of the city and appears to be 
very poor. She still imagines, however, that 
she is wealthy, and ber imperious de- 
meanor towards others is the same 
as in ber younger days. She is 55 years old. 
Gov. Dewey is a white-haired old man and is 
thought to be without a dollar in the world. 
His interests m lands which he formerly 
owned in every townsbipin Grant County have 
long siuce been transferred. His handsome 
home of prosperous days was burned to the 
ground, and its ruins are the only visible 
monument to the greatness of Wisconsin's 
first Governor. 


IS BOYCOTTING CRIMINAL? 


Important Decision by a Federal Judge in 
San Francisco in an Anti-Chinese Case. 
Saw FRANCISCO, Cal., March 31.—[Specia).]— 

The United States Circuit Court room was 

crowded today with persons anxious to bear 

the decision in the case of T. Baldwin, one of 
those who drove the Chinese out of the Town 
of Nicolaus. Baldwin's case was selected to es- 
tablish a precedent for many that may arise. 

He was arrested by the United States Marshal, 

and applied for a writ of babeas corpus, claim- 

ing that the offense was not one which came 
under the jurisdiction of the United States 

Courts. Judges Sawyer and Sabin sat in 

banc in the case. This morning Judge Saw- 

ver decided that the offense came witdin 
the jurisdiction of the United States laws. 

For the sake of having a _ difference 

of opinion, Judge Sabin dissented on the mat- 

ter, and the case will be taken to the Supreme 

Court on the disegreement. In rendering the 

decision Judge Sawyer said: “The charge on 

which the prisoner was arrested was the charge 
ot conspiracy to deprive the Chinese residents 
of the Town of Nicolaus of the rights of hold- 
ing property and earning a living as guaran- 
teed by the treaty with China and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The quesuon is oue 
of vast consequence to the eatire Chinese pop- 
ulation of the United States. It is of interna- 
tional consequence, involving the bonor and 
good faith of the United States. It is positive- 
ly a question of peace or war. If this sec 
tion of the statute is valid as to the Chinese 
subjects residing in the Cnited States and em- 
braces the acts set out in the petition and re- 
turns, then the acts of all public meetings 
turouchout the land providing for depriving 

Chinese subjects of the rights, privileges, im 

munities, and exemptions secured to them by 

our treaties with China by the means popuiar- 
ly known ‘as ‘boycotting or any other coer- 
cive means, no matter in what form or through 
what channels applied, are criminal, and all 
tbose participating in them must be subject to 

very severe penalties prescribed by

TO PLUNDER THE CITY. 


SHALL THE WATER-WORKS PASS INTO 
THE HANDS OF A CORPORATION? 


Who Is Behind D. Alonzo Child and the Cen- 
tral Steam & Power Company ?—The Dan- 
gerous Features of an Ordinance Liable to 
Be Passed at Any Time—The Revenues of 
the City Seriously Threatened—A Scheme 
That Should Be Promptly Defeated. 


Who is D. ALONZO CHILD? 

Who is the benevolent capitalist from for- 
eign parts who is so sure of the future of Chi- 
cago that be is wiliing to invest immense sums 
here? There is a craving to knowthis man 
who wants to do good by stealth, and acts as 
if he would blush to find it fame. The d 
rectory is silent concerning him. The ‘only 
place where there is any record of his name 1s 
on the book of corporations in the Recorder's 
Office, and in that of the Secretary of State at 
Springfield. He must be a capitalist, and one 
of no mean size, to boot, for the value of the 
shares of stock which he holds in this city ot 
his love must run up into the millions. 

Mention was made yesterday of a new gas 
company—the Economic—which is to do good 
to the gas consumers of Chicago, and whose 
ordinance was offered in the Council the other 
nigbt. All that is known of it is that Child is 
at the bead of it. But that corporation pales 
by the side of another in which Child is the 
master spirit. This one, which in other bands 
than those of the mysterious Child might be 
a source of danger, is the Central Steam & 
Power Company of the City of Chicago. After 


getting a certificate of incorporation from the 


Stace this concern long ago introduced the fat 
lowing ordinance in the Council: 


Be it ordained by the Oity Council of the City of Uhi- 


capo: 

SEC. 1. That permission, authority, and con- 
sent be, and the same are hereby granted to the 
Central Steam & Power Company of the City of 
Chicago to lay down, maintain, and operate mains, 
pipes, feeders, and service-pipes in or under any 
and all of the alleys, streets, avenues, highways, 
waters. and public places of said city for the pur- 
pose of supplying thereby water to all parties de- 
siring the same for power purposes, fire protection, 
and cleansing, for the period of thirty (30) yeurs 
from the passage of this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. The Commissioner of Public Works shall, 
upon request, issue permits for the laying down of 
suid company’s mains and pipes; but all openings 
by said corporation for any of the purposes afore- 
said of any and all streets, alleys, avenues, high- 
ways, Or public places shall be subject to the su- 
pervision of the Conimissioner of Public Works, 
and said company after every such opening shall, 
at its own expense, restore such alley, street, av- 
enue, highway, or public place opened, and all 
pavements therein, to as good condition as before 
they were opened and tv the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner of Public Works; and no more of 
any street, alley, avenue, or highway shall be 
opened at any one time than shall be reasonably 
necessary to enable the work to be carried on. 

Src. 3. In consideration of the permission and 
authority hereby granted, the said company shail 
pay into the Treasury of the City of Chicago the 
sum of five cents for each lineal foot of their mains 
lnid down by them in said city, and shall thereafter 
pay annually into the City Treasury the Ist aay 
of January in each year the sum of two cents for 
each and every lineal foot of the mains of said 
company in said city. 

Sec. 4. All the buildings in which the pumping 
machinery of said company may be placed shall he 
constructed of fire-proof material, And this or- 
dinance is upon the express condition that the City 
of Chicago shall have the right to attach its fire 
hydrants to any and all the mains which said 
company may lay down and maintain under this 
ordinance, and operate and use the same for we 
extinguishment of fires, and upon the further ex- 
press condition that said company shal! obtain its 
water from the Chicago Kiver or Lake Michigan, 
near the shore, and shall never furnish pure water 
for drinking or culinary purposes, and shal! never 
charge forthe water furnished by it greater rates 
than the City of Chicago now charges for water 
furnished by it. 

Src. 5. This ordinance is granted upon the ex- 
press condition that the City of Chicago shall have 
the right, at its option, at the ena of ten years after 
the first operation of said works, to said 
water-works and business, inciuding the interest of 
said company in the land on which the pumping- 
works proper may be located, and all the machin- 
ery, tunnels, pipes, and other appurtenances and 
assets of said company, for a sum six (6) per cent 
of which shall be equai to the net earnings of said 
company for the year next preceding such pur- 
chase; provided, however, that the said city shall 
have given one year’s notice, in writing, of its 
election so to purchase, and shall assume, as a 
part of said purchase price, the outstanding con- 
tracts, liabilities, and obligations of said company. 
For the ascertainment of said net earnings all the 
books ot said company shall for two years prior to 
the time of said purchase be subject to the in- 
spection of said city. 

Szc. 6. Said company shall, before commencing 
to lay its main. execute its bond, with good and 
sufficient surety, to the City of Chicago, in the 
penal sum of $25,000, conditioned to save the city 
harmiess from any and all damages resulting from 
the permission hereby granted, and to faithfully 
perform and fulfill the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 

Sec. 7. This ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage. and if it shall not 
be formally uccépted by said company within three 
months from its passage, and if said company shail 
not have laid and have in operation at least two 
miles of mains and pipes within two years from the 
date of such acceptance, then this ordinance shall 
become null and void; but, provided further. that 
the time during which said company may be pre- 
vented or restrained by causes beyond its own 
contro] from laying and putting into operation its 
mains and pipes shall not be considered as any 
part of said two years. 

A week ago it was reported back to the 
Council by the Committee on Fire and Water, 
Henry F. Sheridan, Chairman, w'thout recom- 
mendation. It was put on file last night to 
avert suspicion, but can be taken up and put 
through atany time. It is understood that 
votes enough are pledged to pass it—over a 
veto even. 

Who are the people concerned in this 
scheme? Appiication was made for a license 
to the Secretary of State March 2, 1885. The 
license was issued to D. Alonzo Child, Andrew 
J. Cooper, and James Hood as commissioners 
to open books for subscription to the capital 
stock of eaid company. They did open books, 
and the subscribers were:

A. J. Cooper and James Hood deal in real es- 
tate and bave an office in the Adams Express 
Building. Mr. Hood, when questioned about 
the Central Steam & Power Company, said be 
couldn't recall any such company. Mr. Cooper 
is out of town, and Mr. Hood did not remem- 
ber having any connection whatever with such 
a company. Neither did he know D. Alonzo 
Child. 

Frederick C. Smith ana Henry C. Patterson, 
two shareholders besides Mr. Child, were clerks 
for Thomas E. Patterson at No. 188 Dearborn 
street and now for the same person at Room 97 
Adams Express Building. Mr. Patterson is in 
the real-estate and loan business. Henry C. 
Patterson, the brother of Thomas, is a young 
man 19 or 21 years of age. He would tell 
nothing about the Central Steam & Power 
Company, aithough he knew something about 
it, and referred the reporterto Mr. Frederick 
C. Smith, who would be in the office this morn- 
ing at 9. Mr. Smith, be said, knew a good deal 
more about the company than be did. In re- 
gard to D. Alonzo Child Mr. Patterson said be 
Knew him for some time, but alter ineffectual 
attempts to recall him he couldu' t, be said, tell 
where Child was or what he is doing. 

Two dangers threaten in case of the passage 
ot tuis ordinance. The first and slightest is 
that the company will go to work and tear up 
all the streets in the business part of the city, 
which have been paved at great cost, and pro- 
ceed to lay pipes, erect works, and begin fur 
nishing water for power purposes. Then it it 
finds it unprofitabie, as is likely to be the cage, 
the city will be called on to buy the works, and 
that they will be turned over to the city for far 
more than their actual value. But that is a 
light danger. It is to be feared that this con- 
cern will start its works, will find that they are 
not profitable, and will then ask the Council 
for permission to turnish dr.nking water as 
well. A Council as corrupt as the present one 
would willingly do that, and then the jobof 
turning over the Water-Work3—the most prof- 
itable piece of property Chicago owns—to a 
private corporation would be fairly started. 

Not but what the ordinance as it reads is 
open to serivus question. When it speaks of 
water for cleansing purposes does it mean that 
the company may furuisn water tor vath- 
rooms. water-closeis, stables, street and lawn 
sprinkling, etc.? If so, it would begin to eat 
at once into the revenues of the city. But the 
great danger is that this is but the entering 
wedge of an attempt to deprive this city of its 
Water-Works and turn them over to an Aider- 
manic syndicate. So long as there is that 
likelibood or that fear every Alderman who 
votes for such an ordinance is a public enemys. 
Yet in spite of that itis believed that it has 
the 


that it will be done right after 
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habit of putting through their last schemes of 
plunder. It will probably come up some time 
next week and will be put through with a lot 
of other jobs. ) 

Nor is there any need now of more water 
facilities. The city is just putting in new 
engines, which will furnish all the water that 
is needed in the business district for power, 
putting out fires, or any other purpose. As 
for elevators, most of them now use tanks. 
and an additional supply is a matter of indif- 
ference to them. Some years aso, when the 
high-pressure works were first talked of, there 
was something in the scheme: now it would 
be robbery. The city gets a constant revenue 
from its Water-Works, even though the rates 
are iow. It is accumulating a fund which will 
enable it to extend them when needed. It 
would bs criminal to do anything which vould 
tend to divert those révenues into the pockets 
of aset ot schemers. Yet that is what is in- 
tended. The proposal is to rob the e:ty of halt 
a million a year at once and give it to a private 
concern which cannot do the work baif as well.

The Sale of the Dorman Library of Chicago, 
Which Ix Soon to Take Place in New 
York—Some of Its Treasures—A Chicago 
Recluse Who Has One of the Finest Li- 
braries in the West. 1 
A literary disaster to Chicago ts the removal 

and impending disintegration of the library of 

Rushton M. Dorman, which, th h obacurely 

kept and not widely known,was ot the choicest 

character, forming in Chicago One of those 
charming oases which occasionally surprise 
and delight tne traveler in a barr@n land. This 
valuable treasury of literary art Will be sold in 
afew days in New York. Mr. Dorman is a 
man of literary pursuits, Whose vol- 
ume entitled “Myths and Supersti- 
tions of Primitive Peoples has won 
encomiums from critics. His master passion 
is the study of mythology and arebwology, and 
his library ig particulariy rich in works upon 

Hindoo mythoiogy. Mr. Dorman has lived at 

No. 65 Twenty-third street. The house was 

stored from loft to cellar with his splendid col- 

jection. The rooms are uow diemantied, and 
only a few gems that could not be surrendered 
provoke the imagination. 

Mr. Dorman was born in the State of New 
York, but spent his youth and received bis 
education at Ypsilanti, Mich. He came to 
Chicago about 1872. After the sale he is going 
to change his lite for a time and take to rancb- 
ing in che West. 

The collection may be headed with the score 
or so of illuminated manuscripts, choicest 
among which are the Hours of the Blessed 
Virgin, painted by that most devotional of 
monks, Phillipino Lippi. for Galeary Maria 
Sforza, Duke of Milan and general reprobate. 
It numbers 484 pages of exquisit illuminated 
text and miniature paintings. *Cboir-bouks, 
missais, and diminutive pr books are 
among the other manuscripts. 

The books due to the printers’ and engrav- 
ers’ art are in point of size headed by a copy of 
Napoleons Egypt’’ which formerly belonged 
to Louis Philippe. When the First Napoleon 
invaded Egypt he took with tim a body of 
artists and scientific and literary men to 
whom he intrusted the task of compiling this 
great work with practicaily no restriction as to 
its cost. result was the thirty-three 
enormous folio volumes which will soon be 
offered for sale. Three of them are larger 
than the so-called elephant size and measure 
pearly four by tbree feet. When ihe 
book was first produced by the Frenth 
Government it was sold for 10,000 
francs a copy, but the expense of pro- 
duction was vastly greater than the sum 
secured by its sale. 
** Mexican Antiquities is one the many 
books with a Sistory. Its publication ruined 
its author, and though a nobleman he died in 
a debtor’s prison. It is in nine tolfos, ilius- 
tratea by a profusion of plates illustrating 
those antiquities to the study of which the 
author devoted his life. The present copy is 
one of those rare ones in which over 1,000 of 
the plates are colored by hand. A companion 
to it is Rivero and Tschud:’s Peru.“ also in 
the collection. Archm@ological books, indeed, 
form an important part ot the library. Hall 
and McKinney’s “Indians,” £Silvestre’s 
*PaleOgrapby,’” the French edition of 
which was limited to 250 copies and cost 
$100,000; Meyrick s Ancient Armor,“ an ex- 
ceedingly rare book nowadays; West wood's 
** Aogio-Saxon and Irish MSS."’; Dibdin's, with 
inserted autographs; Upham’s ** Buddhism,”’ 
and a collection of original water colors of 
East Indian deities executed by native artists 
and collected by De Gubernatis, are among 
those selected at random trom the catalog. 

In other departments, too, the library is 
rich. There are a first folio Shakspeare, which 
will no doubt be eagerly bid for, and a Dante 
printed in Venice inf 1401. Among pure- 
ly artistic books are a fine copy of 
Claude’s Liber Veritatis and a Tur- 
ner’s ‘“‘Galiery”’”’ on large paper with 
the proofs on India paper before letters; a 
copy of Rogers’ Italy.“ with the filty en- 
gravings by Turner: Les Loges de Raphael,“ 
with fifty-two proo:s on India paper of engrav- 
ings after the master publisbed in 1855 by De 
Meulemeester and soid then for $400; Louis 
Peret’s Cat acombs, produced under the di- 
rection of Ingres and occupying six folios, 
with 321 plates in colors, also published at 
8400; a copy of Foucquet’s Evangiles.“ 
which ruined its unfortunate publisher, and in 
this instance is bound in ivory with gold and 
silver mounting, artistic enough for even a 
Grolier elubman to admire; and finally the ex- 
tremely rare Dante illustrated by Biake, and

TO BE THE COMING MAN. F

‘The Late Gen. Garfield's Private Secretary 


Comes Out of Business Retirement in 
Denver to Talk National Politics—Gossip 
About Frank Hurd—Ex-Secretary Dela- 
no’s Present Life—Talk that Signal- 
Officer Hazen Will Soon Be Removed. 


New York, March 31.—{Special. }—Thom- 
as M. Nichel, who won a wide reputation dur- 
ing the resumption period as the factotum and 
spokesman of Secretary Sherman under the 
nickname of Hard-Money Nichol, and was 
afterwards Gen. Garfield’s private secretary, is 
& small, spare man with a batchet face and 
carroty hair and whiskers. He wears his mus- 
tache and beard cut like a Mongolian. His 
home is at Denver, where he was interested 
with the late Marsball Jewell in the Denver 
Exposition scheme. A railroad and 1,000 acres 
of land are all that remain of the 
project out of which Nichol has been 


trying to realize the fortune he put into it, 
with poor success up tothe present time. I 
ran across bim in the Fifth Avenue Hotel to- 
day, and asked him about National politics, 
when be said: 

I have come to a most healthy realization 
of the fact that when a man is out of the drift 
be cares mighty little about pubiic matters 
Over which he would tear his uudergarment 
if he was in public life. The fact is 
that the average human being who does 
not bold an office cares extremely lit- 
tle for public questions. His mind is occu- 
pied with other things and the most be cares 
about is that he sbail have low taxes. When I 
was active in politics I used to get all worked up 
over the issues of the hour, and used to won- 
der why other people did not get worked up 
too.

I ran 
across here tonight Gen. G. A. Jones of Mount 
Vernon, O., which was Hurd’s home until he 
The General is an old rail- 
road manager, was Postmaster at Mount Vernon 
for years, and bad intimate business relations 
with Hurd’s father, the late Judge Hurd. He 
told me something of the fortunes of the fam- 
ily. Judge Hurd went to Ohio as an agent of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. He be- 
came interested in the building of feeders for 
the Pennsylvania line and made considerable 
money. At mne time ot his death it was sup- 
posed that he was quite wealthy. But an in- 
vestigation showed that his estate was very 
much involved. With Edgar Thomson, Tom 
Scott, Roberts, and other Pennsylvania Road 
men he had invested inatract of 6,000 or 
7,000 acres of coal-land in Perry County, 
which still lies undeveloped and nearly eaten 
up with taxes and interest. Gen. Jones took 
the famous fourteen-foot block of coal that he 
exhibited at the Centennial Exhibition from 
this tract of land.

men, thieves, and fences : 


It was my little boy’s birthday,“ he said, 
after expressing his emphatic opinion of Law- 
rence, and I and a few friends were drinking 
a bumper to the day in Clayton’s place on 
Clark street. While we were there Lawrence 
and Henry S. Monroe, the attorney, came in. 
Lawrence banded me the watch, with the re- 
mark that it was a gift from members of the 
bar who had appreciated my humane rule at 
the armory court. I have since learned that 
Monroe dropped in by acwident, but at the 
time I supposed that he and Lawrence 
had been appointed A committee 
of the mem bers of the bar. 
I thought the recognition was something to be 
proud of, and accepted the watch in that 
spirit. I did not want to know the names of 
the donora, as I thought they were attorneys 
who migbt come into my court perhaps.” 

Wen did you first hear the history of the 
watch?“ 

* Grinnell came to me yesterday and told 
me what O’Dowd had confessed. He said that 
the watch was the property of N. F. Rulison of 
Seneca, III., and that be bad bougnt it of Cham- 
bers. I suggested that we go at once to the jew- 
eler’s and see if he had a record of the num- 
ber.

A St. Louis Attorney Disbarred and to Go to

SENATOR VANCE’S CONTEMPT FOR THE

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—[Special.] 
—‘* We have mock philosophers, sentimental 
women, and effeminate men who beileve ia 
what we call, for lack of any better name, 
mugwumpism,” said Senator Vance of North 
Carolina today, in speaking on his bili to repeal 
the Civil-Service law. The whole thing was a 
humbug, and, in partial proof, be read an ad 
vertisement offering for 10 cents to supply a 
series of examination questions which would 
qualify anybody to pass a civil-service exam- a 
ination.

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IRONS FALLS INTO LINE. 


STRIKERS ORDERED BACK TO 
WORK IN DISTRICT 101. 


A Similar Command Given to the East St. 
Louis Switchmen, but They Demand the 
Chicago Scale Before They Will Yield 
and Want the Order Revoked—Awaiting 
the Arrival of the Executive Board in 
St. Louis—The Movement of Trains. 

* St. Lovis. Mo., March 31.—|Special.]—The 
situation tonight is very hopeful, and from the 
present indications the strikers will al) be back 
at work some time tomorrow. The telegram 
of Grand Master Workman Powderly to Martin 
Irons was sent out today by District Assembly, 
No. 101, to all the local assemblies along the 
blockaded lines. The Executive Board of the 
three District Assemblies went into session 
about 10 o’clock and shortly after 12 o'clock 
the following order, which, it will be observed, 
affects only District Assembly, No. 101, was 
issued and telegrapbed broadcast: 

ST. LOUIS, March 31.—Master Workmen Local As- 
sembiies, District No. 101: You are ordered by the 
General Executive Board to goto work. Honor 
demands that you see that those who came out to 


support you goto work Gret. We will telegraph 
you the hour and day. MARTIN IRONS, 
Chairman. 
At 3 o'clock the Wabash switchmen who 
struck last week received the order to return 
to their switches, and an hour later all ap- 
peared in the yards ready for duty. No objec- 
non was made to any of them, and all were 
taken back. This will raise the blockade on 
the Wabash west of the river. The men in 


Hannibal and Moberly in the employ of the 


same company went back to work at the same 
time. 

None of the roads except the Wabash 
succeeded in moving trains out of East 
St. Louis today. d A beavy snowstorm was in 
progress all day, and this, with the rumor that 
the militia might be ordered out on the scene 
at any moment, curbed the violence of the 
strikers. Adjutant-General Vance was on the 
ground part of the day, and was informed by the 
Knigbts that nothing but persuasion would be 
used to prevent the running of trains. 

The assemblies are still in session and late 
tonight issued an official order to the men in 
East St. Louis, ordering them to go back to 
work, if they wantto. The men replied that 
they would go if the roads gave them me 
Chicago scale of wages. Martin Irons 
says that be will not probably give 
the men the time to resume until he bas a talk 
with Frederick Turner, Grand Secretary. The 
assemblies are unwilling to see the strike 
terminate in this way, and will try and infiu- 
ence Turner to recall the order to go to work. 
The order issued is bona fide, but the hour 
may be delayed some time. 

The Vandalia officials were privately in- 
formed tonight that their switchmen would 
report for duty in the morning. It 
is said that one provision is made by these as- 
semblies, and that is that the men are to be 
taken back witbout prejudice and given their 
old positions. It is understood that the rail- 
roads will offer no objection and the men will 
be taken back without discrimination. Every- 
thing is quiet tonight on both sides of the river. 

Gov. Oglesby of Illinois, accompanied by the 
Assistant Adjuftant-General, arrived in. East 
St. Louis tonight, and is now inspecting the 
situanon. Twenty thousand rounds of ammu- 
nition were distributed to the troops in vari- 
ous portions of the State, and they are ready 
to move at a moment’s notice. Every- 
thing ie quiet in East St. Louis, and 
there will probably be no occasion to summon 
the militia if the men resume work tomorrow, 
and there is every prospect that they will. 
Gov. Oglesby said: “I came down to consult 
Adjutant-General Vance and see for myseif 
how bad the situation is. I find things in 
much better shave than I anticipated.”’ 

The strikers on the Missouri Pacific don't 
know whether to be sad or jubilant, and many 
claim it is only atemporary truce, as they fear 
the railroad company will find some excuse not 
to employ the men who have been active in 
promoting the strike. Chairman Irons will 
name the committee that is to confer with 
Hoxie just as soon as the men are 
at work. The point made by the strikers is 
that the arbitration should take place first and 
then to work, and not work first and then arbi- 
trate. Ali of the committee will be Knights of 
Labor and strikers, so the men claim a victory 
on the ground that Hoxie will dave to nego- 
tiate with a committee of Knights of Labor, 
call them by what other name be will. 

The refusal of the transfer teamsters to haul 
freight from St. Louis has effectually bilock- 
aded all roads, for if allowed to take out freight 
there is no freight to be taken out. It cannot 
be taken across on the bridge, and teamsters 
refused to bau! it. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy made two 
attempts to take out trains, but the engineer 
and fireman in both cases deserted their en- 
gines when asked by the strikers. The Ohio & 
Mississippi bad a similar experience. The 
usual request is, If you love your wife and 
family we usk you notto go out on that en- 
gine. The request can be interpreted in sev- 
eral ways, but it always accomplishes its ob- 


ject. 

Marshal Weber arrested John Walsh and B. 
L. Harvey, two strikers, today on the charge 
of intimidatmg employés last Sunday. The 
prisoners were taken to Springfield, Ill. Judge 
Watts of Belleville, III., made a conservative 
address to the grand jury on the strike, and 
instructed the body to promptly investigate 
acte of violence and place the responsibility 
where it should belong. 

The Missouri Pacific on this side sent out 
three freights without opposition this morning. 
No striker could be seen about the yards, and 
the police guard was reduced. The company 
issued notice to shippers that the line was open 
to receive freight. The coal famine in the city 
is approaching buge dimensions, and many 
more manufacturing establishments are sbhut- 
ting down. 

New York, March 31.—The Executive Board 
ot the Knights of Labor left this city this aft- 
ernoon. Betore departure they said they had 
received a telegram from Chairman Irons ask- 
ing if the order of Tuesday nicht referred to 
other lines than the Missouri Pacific. The 
board declined to say what reply had been 
sent to Irons. 

SCRANTON, Pa., March 31.—Grand Master- 
Workman Powderly arrived in this city this 
forenodn quite ill and bad to be conveyed to 
bis residence in a carriage.

Masked Men at Atchison, Kas., Break Into 
the Missouri Pacific Roundhouse and 
Disable Fifteen Engines—Men Now at 
Work Not to Be Removed to Make Way 
for Strikers. 

ATHCHISON, Kas., March 81.—The work of 
the masked gtrikers at the Missouri Pacific 
shops and roundhouse last night was com- 
plete, and this morning the company was 
helpless. Fifteen engines were  disa- 
bled. Two passenger engines were 
spared. The shop machinery was also dis- 
abled, and unless missing pieces are returned 
the loss will be quite heavy. If they are re- 
turned $1,000 will cover it. The Knights of 
Labor, however, promise that the missing 
pieces will be restored. The company received 
one freight-train today, which is the sum 
total of the business done, Until the 
shops are in shape to run again so that the 
disabled engines may be repaired traffic on 
the road will be aimost abandoned. The 
strikers were out in force all the forenoon, 
mostof them wearing masks and all armed 
with clubs. They dispersed, however, without 
making a demonstration. 

At noon a telegram came from St. Louis or- 
dering the strikers to go back to work pending 
arbitration. The strike was tnen declared off, 
and the local committee sought Superintend- 
ent Fagan and asked if the men should re- 
port for duty. As the company wi!! 
have no work until the shops can 
be put in sbape the answer was 
in the negative. Itis the program of the com- 
pany at present to reémploy only enough men 
to run the shops on full time and to take back 
none who have been guilty of overt acts. This, 
it is feared, will cause renewed troubie. 

At a meeting of citizens held bere today reso- 
lutions were adopted condemning last nicht's 
work and requesting the company not to em- 
ploy any who bad participated in it or in ob- 
struction, and calling upon the peace officers 
to prosecute such offenders, and pledging their 
support to the officers. ’

ALD, WHELAN ACQUITTED. 


Found Not Guilty of Keeping His Saloon 
Open After Midnight. 

The case of the city against Ald. William P. 
Whelan—change of venue from Justice Meech 
—was called yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock 
before Justice Prindiville. The complaint was 
signed by Capt. Buckley of the Armory Sta- 
tion, and charged that the defendant had kept 
bis saloon, at No. 194 South Clark street, open 
after midnight the 14th and 16th of March. 
A jury being demanded a recess was taken to 
enable a constable to waylay and capture six 
intelligent freemen without an excuse to offer 
why they should not try and adjudge the case. 

At 2:30 o’clock a jury was seated and closely 
questioned by Prosecuting Attorney G. M. 
Kogers as to their acquaintance with Whelan 
and bis saloon, and as to whether they bad any 
prejudices which would affect their judgment 
in considering the law and the evidence. Dur 
ing the examination three of the jurymen sum- 
moned were excused by the presecution, and 
tne following named five were a ted by 
both sides to try the case; William wards, 
a machinist living at No. 176 South Green 
street; J. C. O’Brien, a waiter at Rector’s res- 
taurant: Louis Lamme, a clothier. Who thought 
the law ought to be intoreed; Isaac vers. 
colored, a book agent and cigar peddle _ who 
would stick to the strict letter of the iaw, be- 
cause a member of the December grand jury; 
and George B. Davis, a contractor living at No. 
159 Erie street. 

Paul C. Hull was the first witn and he 
took the stand with a dreamy but Confident 
air. He went into Whelan’s saloon the morn-. 
ing of Sunday, March 14, sbout fifteen minutes 
before 1 o’ciock; he entered at the side door 
and saw four or five men there who were not 
drinking; a barkeeper with a white apron was 
there and gave bim whisky, for which be 
charged 15 cents, and twasn't a very good 
drink, either; the front door of the saloon 
was locked, the front lights were out, and the 
saloon in a manner was closed; went in 
by the side door, but didn’t know 
whether it was locked or not; 
did not see Ald. Whelan then; had been to 
eight or ten other places that night. The morn- 
ing of the 16th, about 1 o’clock, witness stood 
on the raised pavement in front of the saloon, 
and through the window and over 4 curtain 
suspended on rings saw the barkeeper draw 
three glasses of beer and saw three men drink 
them at the var. 

W. P. Whelan was called for the defense, 
He owned a portion of the saloon tne previous 
witness bad referred to, but no saloon person- 
ally. He did not officiate in any capacity 
about the establishment; and had instructed 
his partner, Mr. Elliott, and the barkeeper to 
close promptly at 12 o'clock, with the under- 
standing that if they should be fined for letting 
any one in after that they and not the firm 
should pay it. The gentlemen who have tes- 
tified,”’ continued the witness, must have 
had some other saloon in their minds, for there 
are no curtains witb rings in the front windows 
of my place; it is a hardwood screen, and it 
would take a man nearly eight feet high to 
look over it and into the saloon. 

William R. Elliott, Whelan’s partner, had 
five men at work on the First Ward registra- 
tion books the nights of the 14th and 16th, and 
they are still there every night; the house, be 
said, was closed at midnight, and sold no 
drinks to anybody that Sunday morping; he 
never saw Hull or Sciandres until yesterday; 
they were not in his place that night; it would 
be impossible for any one to come in the back 
door after midnight, for it was kept boited. 

Matt McDermott and Thomas L. Lavender 
were in the saloon doing writing for the Firat 
Ward Democratic Club on both of the morn- 
ings referred to, and were positive that the 
doors of the saloon were closed at midnight, 
and that no one was admitted to drink. 

At bis own request. Paul C. Hull was again 
placed on the stand to say that he had been 
down-staira and found that be could see the 
bar and inside of the saloon through the front 
window, but that he bad been mistaken about 
the curtain. A dispute on this point arose, 
and the jury went down to see for themselves: 
but they did not express their conclusion. 
After addresses by Mr. Rogers and Henry E. 
Wilder, counsel for Whelan, the jury with- 
drew, and in ten minutes returned with a ver- 
dict of not guilty.”’ Mr. Rogers, in his clos- 
ing address, said that this thing of juries in 
Justice courts looking at these saloon cases in 
a trivial light and bringing in verdicts of ac- 
guittal must be stopped, but he bimseif was 
then stopped by the defense and the court as 
exceeding fair and legal argument. 


RINGING UP INDIANAPOLIS. 


It May Be a Hard Thing to Do Today—The 
Telephone Service There Drawing to a 
Close—Cushman’s Claim Against Bell—The 
Washington Investigation—A Law to Tax 
Telephones in Iowa. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 31.— [Special. — 
According to the notification of the officials of 
the Central Union Telephone Company, the 
exchange service of 477 of its patrons in this 
city ended tonight. This is about halt of the 
total number of subscribers here, and there is 
much anxiety to know what the morrow will 
bring forth. All along the belief has been 
well-nigh unanimous that the company 
would not abandon the field here. The 
contracts of the remaining subscrib- 
ers terminate June 30, and several 
notices have been served upon the officials by 
those whose contracts expire today that an at- 
tempt to remove their instrume its will be re- 
sisted on the ground that they are entitled to 
service as long as the exchange is operated, 
despite the letter of their contracts. The pur- 
pose of the local organization, referred to yes- 
terday, is, it is understood, to turn Over to the 
patrons the piant in this city, to be operated 
by them, and the expenses assessed pro rata 
among them. It is estimated by the men 
having the matter in charge that 
the service thus rendered would 
cost about $4 per month, not including wear 
and tear and interest on the plant. The only 
objection to this plan is that under the law 
anyone can demand telephone service at $3 per 
month. In the meantime the city is filling up 
with representatives of other inventions who 
want to serve the city. 

There were important developments today 
respecting the Cushman telepbone. For the 
firet time evidence is made public tending to 
show that S. D. Cushman of New Lisbon, O., 
invented and used a telephone at least ten 
years before Bell took out his patent. Mr. 
Cushman himselt is in the city. He has for 
many months been collecting evidence to 
establish that he had in practical- 
operation telephones in 1843. Am- 
davits shown testify that Mr. Cushman 
invented in 1851 a receiver similar to the one 
patented by Bell in 1875. He says be is able to 
establish priority of invention, and therefore 
to nullify the Bell patent. The Cushman in- 
ven tion is owned by the American Cushman 
Telepbone Company, and its aim has been to 
provoke a suit against itself on the part of the 
Bell Company. It is claimed that several lines 
have beeu operated by the Cushman Company, 
but the Bell Company has made no effort to 
enjoin it. If the Cushman Company is granted 
permission it will establish an exchange. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 31.—The Tele- 
phone Investigation Committee examined Sen- 
ator Harris of Tennessee today. He told the 
story of the organization of the Pan-Electric 
Company, which agreed with the statements 
already made by other witnesses. Senator,“ 
inquired the Chairman, was there ever any 
suggestion that the company should profit by 
the official position of any of the persons who 
might be engayed?” 

**I answer No,“ “ replied tne witness, em- 
phaticaliy, but slowly, and I answer further 
that if it had been intimated to me that my 
official action as a Senator was to be invoked 
directly or indirectiy it would have ended for- 
ever all negotiations.“ 

The witness went into the whole subject at 
length, but there were no points brought out 
not covered in previous testimony.

AN ARBITRATION BILL UNDER DIS- 
CUSSION IN THE HOUSE. 


The Committee on Labor Report a Meas- 
ure with Their Unanimous Indorsement 
It Is Generally Considered Harmless, 
but of No Service—Its Passage Without 
Amendment Likely—Views Expressed in 
the Debate. 


WasnNrok. D. C., March 31.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Whbat the House thinks of the labor 
question wag sbown in today’s discussion. 
Apparently it doesn’t think very deeply. since 
it proposes to dispose of the whole subject to- 
morrow. 
mittee introduced a bill a week ago and after 
two or three meetings the Labor Committee 


this morning reported a substitute, not having 

paid much attention to the other measures be- 

fore it. The sentiment against compulsory 
arbitration deveioped in the committee led to 
the culling out of that feature. 

The bill was as follows: 

A BILL to provide for the speedy settiement of 
cvntroversies and differences between common 
carriers engaged in Inter-State and Territorial 
transportation of property or passengers and

Sc. L. That whenever differences or controver- 
sies arise between common carriers engaged in the 
transportation of property or passengers, whetber 
said common carriers be private persons or vorpo- 
rations, between two or more States of the United 
States, or within the District of Columbia, and the 
empioyés of said common carriers, which differ- 
ences or controversies may hinder, injure, 
impede, obstruct. interract, or affect such 
transportation of property or passengers, 
or when such employés, or any of 
them, allege that he or they have been treated un- 
justly or oppressively, either as to wages, hours of 
labor, or otherwise, by such common carriers, if 
upon the written proposition of either party to the 
controversy to sabmit their differences to arbitra- 
tion the other party shall accept the proposition, 
then, and in such event the common carrier is 
hereby authorised to select and appoint one per- 
son, and such employé or employés, as the case 
may be, to select and appoint another person, and 
the two persons thus selected and appointed to se- 
lect a third person, all three of whom shall 
be citizens of the United States, and wholly impar- 
tial and disinterested in respect to such differences 
or controversies, and the three persons thus se- 
lected and appointed shall be and they are hereby 
created and constituted a Board of Arbitration, 
with the duties, powers, and privileges hereinafter 
set forth. 

SEc. 2. That the Board of Arbitration provided 
for in the first section of this act shall possess all 
the powers and authority in respect to administer- 
ing oaths, subpenaing witnesses and compelling 
their attendance, preserving order during 
the sittings of the board, punishing 
for contempt, and requiring the production 
of papers and writings and all other powers and 
privileges, in their nature applicable, now pos- 
sessed and belonging to United States Commission- 
ers appointed by the Circuit Court of the United 
States; and said Board of Arbitration may appoint 
a clerk and employ a stenographer, and prescribe 
all reasonable rules and regulations not inconsist- 
ent with the provision and purposes of this act 
looking to the speedy advancement of the. differ- 
ences and controversies submitted to them to a 
conclusion and determination. Each of said arbi- 
trators shall take an oath to honestly, fairly, and 
faithfully perform his duties, and that he is 
not personally interested in the subject matter in 
controversy, which oath may be administered by 
any State or Territorial officer authorized to ad- 
minister Oaths. The third person so selected and 
appointed as aforesaid shall be the President of 
said board, and any order, finding, conclusion, or 
award made by a majority of such arbitrators shall 
be of the same force and effect as if all three of 
such arbitrators concurred therein or united in 
making the same. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of said Board of 
Arbitration, immediately upon their selection, to 
organize at the nearest practicable point to place 
of the origin of the difficulty or controversy, and to 
hear and determine the matters of difference which 
may be submitted to them in writing by all the 
parties, giving them full opportunity to be heard 
on oath, in person and by witnesses, and also 
granting them the right to be represented by coun- 
sel; and after concluding its investigation said 
board shall publicly announce its award, 
which, with the finéings of facts upon 
which it is based, shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the arbitrators concurring therein, 
and together with the testimony taken in the case 
shall be filed with the Commissioner of Labor of 
the United States, who shall make sucb award pub- 
lic as soon as the same shali have been received 
by bim. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be the right of any em- 
ployés engaged in the controversy to appoint by 
designation in writing one or more persons to act 
for them in the selection of an abitrator to repre- 
sent them upon the Board of Arbitration. 

Src. 5. That each member of said tribunal of 
arbitration and the clerk, stenographer, and wit- 
nesses attending before them, shall be entitled to 
receive like fees or compensation as United States 
Commissioners, clerks, stenographers, and wit- 
nesses attending before United States Commission- 
ers; and such fees or compensation shall be paya- 
ble by the United States in like manner as fees of 
such United States Commissioners and witnesses 
before such United States Commissioners in crim- 
inal causes @re payable under existing laws. | 


The bill was brought before the House un- 
der the order made iast week giving prece- 
dence to labor bills. The Chairman of the 
committee explained its provisions very briefly 


and then expressed the opinion that there 


was no need for much discussion. For atime 


it looked as though the discussion would be- 
come a roaring farce. Printed copies of the 
bill had been distributed among the members 
and when they had had time to read its pro- 
visions questions were showered upon Mr. 
O'Neill ina way he despised. It didn't take 
long to show that he had given the subject very 
little study, his aim apparently baving been 
to get ahead of the other Missouri members, 
nearly all of whom bave introduced measures 
of this kind since the Southwestern strike got 
under way. 

Judge Kelley of Pennsylvania, after getting 
unsatisfactory answers to two or three ques 
tions, said if the workingmen of the country 
thought it would do them any good he would 
vote for the measure, but it was a cheat and 
should be labeled a fraud upon the credulity 
of tne laboring classes. N 

Before adjournment Mr. O'Neill announced 
that he would move the previous question on 
the bill at 8 o' clock tomorrow afternoon. This 
‘gives three hours more for its discussion. All 
the members with amendments or substitutes 
were made bappy by permission to printin the 
Congressional Record, and leave will undoubt- 
edly be given a great many to extend their re- 
marks. The chances are decidedly that the 
bil. will be passed without any change, because 
ifamendments are allowed there is no telling 
what the end will be. Toward the ciose of the 
discussion today Mr. Hopkins of Illinois asked 
the friends of the bill if under its provisions 
the papers and all the secret proceedings of 
the Knights of Labor assemblies could not be 
obtained by bostile partisans. The answer 
was that if this were the case an amendment 
covering it would be accepted, but it won't. 
The simple truth is that the :neasure looks en- 
tirely barmiess to a majority of the members, 
and by passing it they expect to get out of 
what promised to be a very disagreeable pre- 
dicament.. They don’t think it will accomplish 
anything, but this won't be found out till after 
next fall's elections, and then they may take 
up tne subject again. The measure bas been 
put forth by men who profess that it is in the 
interest of workingmen, but the intention is 
to rush it through before any expression of 
Opinion can be had from organized labor in 
any form.

Death of the 


Hon. Alexander Starne at 
Springfield, III. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 81.—|Special.}— 
The Hon. Alexander Starne, a prominent resi- 
dent of this city, died this morning of dropsy 
of the heart. 


(Mr. Starne was a native of Pennsylvania, com- ; 


ing to Dlinois in 1836, and had attalned the age of 
84. He has filled many positions of trust and 
honor, In 1839 he was elected Commissioner of 
Pike County, and served.for three years, and trom 
1842 to 1845 he represented Pike County in the Leg- 
islature. During this period he removed to Pitts- 
neld and was appointed Circuit Clerk by 
Judge Purple. Afterwards he was elected 
to che position and served four years. He was 
elected Secretary of State on the Democratic 
ticket in 1852, and removed to Springfield. At the 
close of his term he was chosen President of the 
Hannibal & Napies Railroad, now a portion of the 
Wabash, St. Louis 4 Pacific, and removed to 
Griggsville. In 1861 he was elected a member of 
the Constitutional Convention from the district 
comprising the Counties of Brown and Pike, and 
in 1862 he was elected State Treasurer, and this 
caused him again to remove to Springfield, where 
he had since continued to reside. In 1870 and 
again in 1872 he represented Sangamon County in 
the Illinois Senate. }

The Burlington Road’s Advance in the 
Wages of Freight Conductors and Brake- 
men—Coal Miners Granted an Advance. 
GALESBURG, III., March 31.—[Special. [-The 

new schedule of pay for freight conductors 

and brakemen on the Chicago, Burlington & 

Quincy has just been announced and is giving 

the parties interested much satisfaction. The 

monthly wages of way-freight conductors 

have been increased from $3.89 to $5.78 a 

month, the latter increase being in the favor of 

conductors who have heretofore received the 
lowest wages. The wages of way-freight brake- 
men have been increased $3.89 a month. In 
several instances the earnings of through- 
freight conductors and brakemen on branches 
are increased $3 a month. The wages of pas- 
senger brakemen were increased 83 a month. 

Prrrsgund, Pa., March 31.—The strike ar- 
ranged for tomorrow among tae miners alon & 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and its branches 
will not likely take place, as the majority of 
the operators have agreed to pay the advance 
of one-quarter cent per bushei fur mining. 
There are ahout 8,000 d‘ggers on these roads 
and about one-third of them have already re- 
sumed work at the increase. The Board of 
Arbitration appointed to arrange prices for 
raining at the pits of W. P. Rend, at McDon- 
aids, Pa., have decided against the diggers, 
and a meeting of the men will be held to ac 
cept or reject tne award. The Rev. Father 
Hickey, the Rey. E. R. Donahoo, and Victor 
De Loge constituted the board. 

New York, March 31.—The Manufacturers’ 
Association of Cloakmakers at a private meet- 
ing last night considered the propositions made 
by the striking cloak operators and decided 
to return a negative answer. The strik- 
ers demanded that before July 
15 the manufacturers abolish contract 
work and the establishment of factories. The 
manufacturers sent the strikers word that 
they were welcome to return to work at any 
time and that no one would be discharged on 
account of membership in a union, and that 
the manufacturers would do what they 
could to control the contractors, but 
that the system was a necessity. 
The Executive Committee of the strikers held 
a consultation of several hours and finaily 
decided to accept, and so notified the manu- 
facturers. Tomorrow the inside cloak ope 
rators, finishers, and most of the cloak ope- 
rators employed by the contractors will resume 
work. The strike has lasted two weeks, about 
7,000 persons being idle, and the families of 
many of them have been brought close to the 
starvation point. The manufacturers esti- 
mated their losses at $50,000. 


The Good of Trades Unions Questioned at a 

Meeting of Painters—Carbstone-Cutters 

Make a Scale of Prices—Aerated Water 

Workers to Join the Knights of Labor. 

About 150 painters met last night at No. 112 
Randolph street, M. H. Murphy in tho cbair. 
J. J. Mahoney addressed them as to the ideas 
and purposes of the Knights of Labor. He 
said that trades-unions were fast becom- 
ing a thing of the past. They were too 
selfish in their aims to be permanent. 
If the members of one particular union 
were well circumstanced as to wages they did 
not concern themselves in the least with ret- 
erence to the condition of those of another 
trade. In the Knights of Labor the grievance 
of one was the concern of ail. He would not 
advise any wage worker to join a branch of 
the brotherhood with the idea that what he 
hoped to accomplish was only the work of a 
few weeks. To painters he would say that 
their wages would be increased to $3 per day 
as soon as they were in condidon to ask for it, 
and that without a strike or trouble of any 
kind. About thirty of those present signified 
a desire to become members of the Painters’ 
Assembly, and were initiated at the execu- 
tive session which followed. . 

The Curbstone Cutters’ and Setters’ Union 
held a special meeting at Bowman’s Hall, cor- 
ner of Chicago avenue and Sedewick street, 
last night. Mr. William Johnson presided. 
The scale of wages for the coming  sea- 
son to be paid cutters and setters 
was fixed as follows: For cutting five- 
inch stone, 12 cents per foot; for four-ioch 
stone, nine cents per foot; and for setting, 35 
cents an hour for all grades. This scale is to 
go into effect today. A committee was ap- 
pointed to notify contractors.and sub-contract- 
ors of this action by means of piacards to be 
hung in the City-Hall. The union was organ- 
ized last fall and now includes nearly every 
cutter and setterin the city. 

About 200 of the employés of the several 
mineral and soda water establishments of the 
city met last night at Plasterers’ Hall on La 
Salle street and organized the Mineral and 
Soda Water Employés Protective Association. 
All of the firms in the city were well repre- 
sented. The purpose of the organization is the 
securing of better pay and fewer hours of 
work. The question as to whether or not the 
organization should become a branch of the 
Knights of Labor was discussed and practically 
decided in the affirmative. 


VICTIMS OF A BROKEN RAIL, 


Fourteen People Injured by an Accident on 
the Louisville, Evansville & St. Louis 
Road, 

HUNTINGBURG, Ind., March 31.—[Special.]— 

A serious accident befell the south-bound pas- 

senger-train on the Louisville, Evansville & St. 


Louis Railroad nine miles south of this place 
today at 1 p.m. The rear coach, which was 
full of passengers, was thrown from the track 
into the ditch, severely wounding fourteen of 
them and slightly injuring all who were on 
board, though it was not thought that the in- 
juries of any person will prove fatal. It might 
have been worse had not the coach wedged 
down in the ditch sufficiently to prevent it from 
sliding. The cause of the wreck was a broken 
rail, The engine and baggage-car pussed over 
in safety, Oniy the rear coach being thrown 
from the track, and the engine ran about 100 
yards before stopping. The coach took fire, 
but as plenty of water was bandy the fire was 
soon extinguished. The wounded were brought 
to Huntingburg, where their wounds were 
dressed.

The Captain reports five 
feet of water in the Europa’s hold. The sea 
is running bigher every hour, and is breaking 
over the stranded steamer. It is feared that 
she will be driven over the bar and wrecked. 

S. G. Smith, the New York agent of the 
Hartford line of steamers, this morning re- 
ceived a dispatch informing him that the Capital 
City, which left Saybrook, Conn., at midnight, 
has gone ashore at Rye Beach. Mr. Smith im- 
mediately ieft the city to render all possible 
assjstance to the steamer. The Capital City is 
commanded by Capt. J. N. Russell, an expe- 
rienced navigator. The steamer ran asbore 
bows on, in about twelve feet ot water. The 
passengers were all safely landed. 

HALIFAX, N. S., March 31.—Advices from 
St. Johns, N. F., state that the sealing steamer 
Resolute was wrecked last Saturday on Ire- 
land Rock, eastward of Fago Isiand.

THAT LITTLE GAS JOB 


GANG ALDERMEN WHO MAKE EXTRAV- 
AGANT APPROPRIATIONS. 


Whelan, Colvin, Cullerton, Hildreth, Gar- 
nor, McNurney, Burke, Campbell, and 
Young Voting Away Hundreds of Thou- 
sands of Dollars for the City’s Gas—Ald. 
Shorey Says the Gas Companies Only 
Get Part of the Money—Who Pockets 
the Rest?—Should Such Men Be Ke- 
elected? 

March 2 last during the discussion of the 
annual appropriation bill in the Council the 
item for gas was reached, and Ald. Ryan 
moved that it be divided, ana that $350,000 be 
appropriated for lighting the West Division 
and that $235,000 be appropriated for lighting 
the North and South Divisions, making a total 
of $585,000. The appropriation for last year 
was $537,000. Ald. Shorey evidently saw a job 
in the scheme. He did not think so much 
money was needed as Mr. Ryan proposed. He 
could not understand, ne said, why the city 
should pay the South Side company, as it bas 
been doing, $1.25 and $1.50 per 1,000 cubic feet 
while private parties were paying but $1 for 
the same. He charged that there was a steal 
somewhere. He asserted, bowever, that ooly 
$1 per 1,000 feet found its way into the com- 
pany’s cash box; the extra 25 cents per 1,000 
went into somebody else’s pocket, probably 
meaning the pockets of some of the Aldermen. 
There was mild excitement in the Council at 
this pretty direct charge. But Ryan pressed 
his motion, and, after two or three of the 
** perpetuald”’ railed at Ald. Shorey and at Ald. 
Wethereil, who supported him, it was passed 
by the following vote:

Voters will note that Messrs. Cullerton. Hil- 
dreth, Gaynor, McNurney, Campbell, and Col- 
vin, all candidates for reéiecuon, voted for 
this big appropriation. Ald. Shorey said subse- 
quently to the meeting that he had received pos- 
itive information that his statement concern- 
ing the receipt by the South Side gas company 
of only $1 per 1,000 feet was correct, but that 
he was not at liberty to state who his author- 
ity was. At the meeting of March 2, also, it 
cropped out that the gas bills for 1885 exceeded 
the appropriation by $74,000. Ald. Shorey said 
the executive officer of the city should not 
permit that. Cullerton retorted that it was 
nearly always done, 

It further appeared from the debate that 
evening that the bours during which the gas- 
lamps were lighted had been increased 20 per 
cent by an ordinance passed in April, 1884. 
The increase was maintained in 1885. It also 
appears from the official record that the Chi- 
cago Gaslight & Coke Company offered to light 
the streets of the North and South Divisions at 
$1 per 1,000 cubic feet. The offer was made in 
March, 1885. The proposition wus recom- 
mended for acceptance April 28 following. 
The same day, however, the company with- 
drew its proposition and asked for $1.65 per 
1,000 feet for the first quarter of the year and 
$1 thereafter. A motion was actually made to 
acovupt this proposition, and it went over. At 
the end of June or thereabouts the company 
made a new proposition to charge $1.65 per 
1,000 to Aug. 1 and $1 thereafter. This was 
accepted by the Council, vetoed by the Mayor, 
and passed over the veto by the following 
vote:

For 1885 the Council agreed to pay the com- 
pany $1.25 per 1,000, though the company of- 
fered to light for $1 per 1,000 the previous year, 
when coal was dearer, and bad been supplyimg 
private families at $1 per 1,000 feet. 

The price for this year is not yet fixed, but 
the fact that $585,000 bas been appropriated, 
whereas according to Ald. Wetherell only $434,- 
000 is uecessary, indicates that there is going 
to bea big steal. Even Mayor Harrison, in 
bis now noted Pickwickian veto of the appro- 
priation ordinance of March 8, in which he 
compliments himself and the Aldermen, says: 

The necessity for this increase in the appropria- 
tion for gas was made against my solema protests. 
The enormous increase in 1885 and 1886 was made 
necessary to some extent by the change of schedule 
for street lighting and by the nominal increase of 
the size of the burners. In 1883 the entire cost in 
the North and South Divisions for each lamp-post 
was $23.10; in 1885 each lamp-post cost $32.08. In 
1888 each lamp-post in the West Division, where 
lamp-posts occupy streets along which few con- 
sumers use gas, and wheres larger price was re- 
quired per post than in the South Division, the 
cost per post was $29.18. Last year the cost per 
post in the West Division was $40.27. If the in- 
creased expenditure for gas in the latter part of 
1884 and 1885 had been repaid by an increase of 
light then I would not so strenuously urge that the 
change be made; but l have ridden over this city 
again and again, through many of its streets, and I 
have mot seen that the increase of light kept pace 
with the increase of price. 

The Council paid no attention to the veto. 
The item for gas and the item adding $43,790 to 
the salaries of city employés were passed over 
the veto by the following vote:

One ordinance provided tnat the West Side gas 
company be paid $1,50 per thousand for gas, 
that the lamps be lighted frum sunset to sun- 
rise, and that five-foot burners be used. This 
was passed last Monday night by the following 
vote:

The 
voters of their respective wards should bear in 
mind that they bave voted in favor of paying 
the West Side Company 50 cents per 1,000 feet 
for gas more than it is supplied for to private 
families on the South Side; that the hours of 
lighting have been extended; and that the size 
of the burners has been increased. This will 
add from $60,000 to $70,000 to the city’s West 
Side gas bill. Ald. Wetherell thinks it ougut 
to be reduced $80,000. It is only a little mat- 
ter of $140,000 to the West-Siders. 

The peculiar resolutions introduced March 22 
run as follows: 

Resolved, That the price to be paid for gas used 
by the city, furnished by the Chicago Gaslight & 
Coke Company, shail be at the rate of $1 per 1,000 
cubic feet, commencing Jan, 1, 1886; and be it fur-

Resolved, That the price for lighting, cleaning, 
etc., shall be the same as that paid to said company 
— year 1885 for such service; and de it fur- 

Resolved, That the proposition of the Consumers’ 
Gas, Fuel & Light Company be accepted at the 
price named—$i per 1.000 cubic feet—for such 
streets as named in their proposition. 

The Consumers’ Company’s (the new South 
Side one) proposition covers ali the streets on 
which it bas mains. The old company is of- 
fered but 81 per thousand to light the other 
streets. The resolutions are no doubt part of 
a game of blut, The old company is given 
warning that it must come to time. The old 
price will doubtless be paid—§$1.25—that is to 
say, the city will pay the old price; but only 
$1 per thousand may.go into the company’s 
coffers. The other 25 cents may go as Ald. 
Shorey has intimated. This is but the history 
of one job—the gas job in which Messrs. Whe- 
lan, Sanders, Burke, Cullerton, Hii¢reth, Gay- 
nor, McNurney, Young, and Colvin are mixed 
up. They are candidates for reélection, Ought 
they to be elected?

For APRIL Contains: 
LONGFELLOW IN SOCIAL LIFE, 


The Date of the Opening of Navigation 
During a Period of Thirty-two Years— 
Very Little Vessel Capacity Remains Un- 

 chartered—Condition of the Quebec— 
American Steamers Between Duluth and 

Sarnla— Nautical Notes. 

Every,one connected with the lake marine is 
anxiously looking forward to the opening of the 
straits. That important event, however, does not 
deem to be very near at hand. Special dispatches 
from THE TRIBUNE correspondent at Mackinaw 
City state that teams are still crossing the straits 
in every direction, and private advices from ma- 

* - yine-men in that vicinity confirm the report. Su- 

perintendent Kirkham of the Vessel-Owners’ Tow- 
ing Company yesterday received a letter from 
Capt. Boynton of the transfer steamer Algoma to 
the effect that the ice is as firm and solid as at any 
time during the winter. The writer predicts that 
the first vessel through the straits will not be 
abie to force a passage before April 15, even with 
favorabie weather. Should the snowfall! of yes- 
terday prove a forerunner of another cold snap 
the opening may be delayed until nearly the ist of 


May. As yet, Capt. Boynton says, the weather has 
not been mild enough to affect the ice. His opin- 
jon on the subject is worthy of more than passing 
consideration, as he has crossed the straits daily 
during the winter, and has had a chance to study 
the character of the ice. Despite this unfavorabie 
report vesseimen will push forward the work of. 
fitting out their boats, as all anticipate an early 
breaking up.

The Wrecked Steamer Quebec Will Be 
Towed to Owen Sound. 

Capt. S. A. Murphy, the Detroit tug-owner and 
wrecker, was in Chicago yesterday. Last fall the 
Detroit papers made an effort to bury Capt. Murphy 
im the graveyard of bankruptcy. He is certainly a 
lively-iooking corpse. Capt. Murphy says he shall 
continue in the tug business, but on a more limit- 
ed scale than in former years. As soon as the ice 
will permit he will send an expedition alter the 
wrecked stmr Quebec and tow her to Owen Souna 
for repairs. The Quebec, it will be remembered, 
Was sunk in 132 feet of water in the Sault 
River. Capt. Murphy took a contract from 
the underwriters to raise the vessel, and after 
many discouraging setbacks finally succeeded in 
bringing the wreck to the surface. The work was

A corroborative message 
was sent by a physician, and at last Bendit 
consented to cross the border. 

When Bendit was arrested a number of crim- 
inating letters and a diary were found in his 
possession. The latter contained an account 
of the dinners he had eaten, the friends be bad 
met, and his love jor ** Robin.“ Wasbington’s 
birthday be first learned that the detectives 
were on his track, and after tbis date bis jour- 
nal coptains jottings of bis trip to Canada. 
Bendit kept the day-book, journal, and ledger, 
and, in coliusion witb Elsbree, the absconding 
collector, and other employés, robbed the firm 
of over $7,000. Atter showing the books ad 
introducing oral evidence to this effect the 
prosecution rested. 

W. S. Forrest, the attorney for the defense, 
waived examination on behalt of bis client 
and Beudit was held to the Criminal Court in 
85.000 bonds. 

The Lake-Shore Drive. 

The encroachments of the lake along Pine 
street, from Fearson to Oak streets, are appar- 
ently continual, and at some points very se- 
rious, as suggested in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, 
the walk for foot-passengers almost all having 
been carried away or undermined and the 
stone wall at many points having been thrown 
down. From Oak street along the Lake-Shore 


drive to the first pier the breakwater at sev- 
eral points is very badly in need of repairs; 
both cross-pieces and stone having been beaten 
out, only the spiles are left, and as the struct- 
ure is more in the nature of a seawall than a 
breakwater proper the invasion of the lake at 
tnese points would in rough weather be most 
serious. Beyond the first pier to within 300 yards 
of the second pier there are several washouts 
along the drive within the park, and from 
eight to ten trees of the outside avenue have 
been carried away. The most serious of these 
wasbouts is about 300 yards south of the sec- 
ond pier. Its iength is fully 100 feet, and the 
breadth of the drive has been reduced by at 
least one-third for that distance. At one point 
the foot of an electric-light pole bas been al- 
most uncovered, and the pole will fail unless 
some prompt precaution is taken to sustain it. 
Wherever there is a washout the edges of the 
broken area are undermined and are liable at 
any moment to fall in, increasing the damage 
already apparent. The residents along the 
lower portion of the threatened shore are un- 
willing to admit the probability of serious 
damuge inthe apprehension of financial in- 
jury to their property; but the necessity for 
some early defensive measure at many points 
inspected is perfectly palpable. 
The Young Man with $150.

He agreed both verbally and in 
writing, and on the other hand Gates agreed 
that Huffert should draw a salary of $75 each 
month and pull out one-third of the profits of 
the paper. Moreover Gates promised to re- 
turn the entire $150 to Huffert within sixty 
days from date of contract, or, if Huffert 
chose, he might himself take it out of the 
moneys which might be received for advertising 
in the first issue. Anyway, bis $150 would be 
ail right, because he would bave charge of the 
office, ot the books, and of the moneys which 
might from time to time come in. Still, to 
make matters doubly sure, if Huffert insisted, 
Gates could give bim a chattel mortgage on 
the office equipment. Huffert comes of an in- 
sisting family, and the chattei mortgage for 
$150 was duly signed and executed, and then 
witnessed by Hooker. Nothing was said at the 
time about Charles Gordon, who sells furniture 


— upon the Auruiture, carpet, and office 
stove.

A Pole’s Mysterious Disappearance. 

Mrs. Kate Svobada, a Polish woman living at 
No. 640 Van Horn street, visited the Central 
Police Station yesterday morning and informed 
the detective department that ber busband, 
Frank Svobada, who has been employed in a 
planing-mill in the Hinman street police dis- 
trict for some time past, left home March 20 in 
company with five Poles for the purpose of 
bunting at Riverside. He has not yet returned 
and Mrs. Svobada believes that he bas met with 


foul play. The party returned to Chicago the 
following day, and in the same evening Louis 
Krausman, one of the bunters, living at No. 
610 West Seventeentb street, called on Mrs. 
Svobada and informed her that it wouid be 
useless for her to look for her husband, as she 
would never see him again. On being 
pressed for an explanation he said that on ar- 
riving at Riverside four of the party entered 
a boat, while the other two men took a second 
boat, and the entire party rowed along the 
creek for the purpose of hunting ducks. In A 
few minutes the boat containing the tour men, 
among whom was Svobada, was capsized, and 
the latter drowned, the boat being so badly 
damaged as to be in an almost sinking condi- 
tion. The friends of Svobada weut to River- 
side the following day for the purpose of veri- 
fying Kraueman’s story, which was voncurred 
in by bis companions. The boat which was 
capsized was found, and discovered to be in a 
perfect condition. The disinclination of tne 
members of the hunting party to taik about 
the affair leads Mrs. Svobada to believe that 
possibiy her busbanc was murdered. He had 
no valuabies on bis person when he left home 
except a waten and chain. He was a member 
of St. Joseph's Catholic Benevolent Society, 
and had his life insured for $1,000. Two Bohe 
mian police officers from the Hinman Street 
Police Station have been detailed to work on 
the case.

THE JACKSON STREET BRIDGE, 


A Report Recommending that It Be Built 
by Special Assessment Squelched at Last 
Night’s Council Meeting. 

The question of the building of a bridge at 
Jackson street, which has been so much talked 
of bothin and out of the Council, was the 
principal subject discussed at last evening's 
meeting of that body. The Committee on Lo- 
cal Assessments, consisting of Ald. Clarke, 
Drew. Revere, and Bond, submitted a report 
recommending that the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works be instructed to prepare an ordi- 
nance for the construction and maintenance 
of a bridge and viaduct on Jackson street, 
“the cost to be assessed upon the property 
benefited and upon the city.“ and providing 
that the bridge should not be used for railroad 
tracks unless by the consent of the majority of 
the prowerty-owners paring the assessment. 
except that tracks might be used while the 
Adams strect bridge was being built and no 
longer. 

Ald. Bond explained that though he had 
signed the report he was decidedly opposed to 
it. It would be bard to fix the limits for this 
apecial assessment—no one could say exactly 
Woo was or who was not benefited by the 
bridge—and the contesting property-owners 
would send the matter to the courts so that the 
building wouid be indefinitly postponed. Ald. 
Wetherell said the property-ownérs on Jackson 
street would be willm to pay heavy assess- 
meots if there was a guarantee against railroad 
tracks; but that if the bridge was built with 
the money out ofthe general fund already. 
appropriated there would probably be a rail- 
road franchise granted within two rears. Ald. 
Cullerton related bow an attempt bad been 
made to build sewers by special assessment on 
the property benefited, and its failure. He 
moved to table the whole matter. Ald, Camp- 
bell was of opinion that a special assessment of 
this nature would not be held valid by the Su- 
preme Court, the law being that all assessments 
shall be equal. Ald. Clarke spoke in favor of 
the report. The city had already appropriated 
$100,000 toward th's work, and be thought the 
assessment should be made as an experiment 
and to get at the feelings of the people. The 
ordinanca could be repeaied if the peo- 
ple so desired. Ald. Dixon sad the 
city never had and never would 
build a bridge uader this system. Ald. 
Campbell wanted the question sent to the Cor- 
poration Counsel, with instructions to draft 
an ordinance making the assessments equa! all 
over the city if such could be done legally. 
The motion to place on file was carried by a 
vote of 25 to 2. At the next meeting of the 
Council Ald. Campbell will introduce an order 
instructing the Commissioner of Publie Works 
to prepare plans and specifications for the 
bridge, with the intention that the contracts 
may be completed as soon as possiblé and work 
begun with the $105,000 appropriation already 
made. 

The saloon- license ordinance providing for 
the payment of $500 in three payments, the 
same as last year, was passed on recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Licenses. Ad-

While we are talking about rallying around 
the Administration, I want to knowif there is 
a Democrat who approves of that? I want to 
know if there is a Democratic Senator here 
who approves of that sort of treatment of a 
citizen?

The United States 
Marshal was a soldier, now he is not; the 
United States District Attorney was a soldier, 
now he is not; the Collector of Customs was a 
soldier, now he is not; the Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue was a soldier, now he is not. 
There was just one of the larger offices there 
that was filled by acivilian, and that is the 
post-office, and it is still filied by a civilian. 


A LARGER WHITE HOUSE. 


The Present Building Wholly Inadequate 
- for the Needs of the Chief Executive. 
WaSHtnGaTon, D. C., March 31.—Notwith-: 

standing the truth of Mr. Sauisbury’s remarks 

that a host of citizens, including not a few 
members of the Senate, would be willing to 
take the White House asa residence with its 
present incumbrances, there is no doubt good 
reason for Mr. Morrill’s bill providing for its 
enlargement. As another Senator remarked, 
there can be found plenty of men in Delaware 
who would be willing to take Mr. Saulsbury's 
place at half the salary paid him, and who 


would perbaps fill it more acceptably to the 
people, but Mr. Saulebury would hardly re- 
gard that as a good argument for his 
retirement. Mr. Morrill’s bill, which has 
been favorably reported in the Senate, is 
designed to furnish to the President an appro- 
priate dwelling-piace with the greatest possible 
economy, The present building, begun in 
1792 and occupied since 1800, bas been for 
many years a subject of criticism respecting 
its inagequacy and its lack of modern im- 
provements. Witha National population ten 
times greater than when the building was 
erected, the insufficiency of the structure, Mr. 
Morrill says, is not a cause for wonder. Out 
of the thirty-one rooms in the building the 
family dining-room on the first floor and six 
chambers on the second floor are all that the 
Presidential family call their own. The gradual! 
encroachment of the executive offices, to- 
gether with the rooms set apart for the usual! 
official receptions and entertainments, leaves 
but a small space available for the 
family of a President, and even that part 
of the building is subject to the perpetual 
intrusion and gaze of the public. This is quite 
a different state of things from what was the 
case when the wife of President Adams used 
the audience-room to hang up clothes in on 
washing-day. According to the report of an 
engineer officer the basement is coated with 
mold and infested with vermin which it is im- 
possible to exterminate, and whatever of the 
modern conveniences have been introduced 
partake of the nature of patchwork and are 
greatly inadequate to the health and comfort 
of the occupants. Mr. Morrill’s bill makes an 
appropriation of $300,000 to begin the erection 
of a building “precisely similar in ite exterior 
to the present one, and to be located directly 
south of it and connected with it from the 
centre by a broad corridor. The present 
building would be occupied for the 
executive offices and public use exclusively, 
and the extension for the private residence. 
This is in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions made by President Arthur, and as it 
would take two years to finish the building 
President Cleveland could not be accused of 
having any personal interest in the proposed 
enlargement. The bill has been favorably re- 
ported in the Senate, in which body it was 
passed in the Forty-seventh Congress with only 
three dissenting votes. Sveaking of the ex- 
tension Mr. Morrill said: **The site is incom- 
parably fine, free of expense, and the whole 
cost will be comparatively small. There are 
no local constituences pushing members here 
to remedy the notorious deficiencies of the 
White House, but | expect to see the bill pass, 
as it has merits equal to or greater than those 
of any of the bills for buildings in which tbe 
constituents of members have a local or spe- 
ciai interest.“ 


THE WOMEN OF WYOMING, 


A Letter Extolling the Purifying Influence of 
Their Votes—Husband and Wife Playing 
False to Each Other. 

A female suffragist, writing a letter extolling 
the purifying influence of women voting in 
Wyoming, relates this incident as happening at 
the last election in Cheyenne: 

„It is a popular belief that a woman will 
vote just as her husband, father, or brothers 
do, but this is emphatically a mistake. If the 
ticket of a husband suits the wife she will vote 
it; if not, she will vote against him. This 
does not, as might be inferred, cause quarrel- 
ing in the family. If a husband cannot 
convince his wife that sbe is wrong, 
or a wife cannot bring her husband 
to ber way of thinking, they march or 
ride to the polis together and vote directly op- 
posit tickets. In this connection I will give an 
amusing incident which occurred at the Car- 
bon County election. A foreman of the build- 
ing department of the Union Pacific Road bad 
been laboring for a week to convert his wife 
to his political faith, but she remained proof 
to all of his argumentative darts. Finally. 
election-day, he toid her that one of their votes 
would simply kill the other, and said he would 
refrain from voting if she would. To this she 
assented, and kissing her good-by he said he 
would go to the ehops. He had been gone but 
a few moments when she donned ber bat and 
cloak, and placing a ticket which she had pro- 
cured the previous day in her pocket went to 
the polls in a roundabout way, avoiding the 
shops where her husband worked. She reached 
the voting-place, and when the crowd sepa- 
rated to allow ber to pass tbrough she burried 
up and met her husbana face to face at the 
window, each with a ticket in hand. They 
laughed heartily at each other’s treachery and 
bad faith, upbraided each other, and, locking 
arms, went home.“

HOME RULE FOR IRELAND,

Sir Alexander T. Galt Says that It Is Bound 


to Come in the End, 

New Tonk, March 30.—* Ireland is bound to 
have home rule in the end,“ said Sir Alexander 
T. Galt of Montreal, the prominent Conserva- 
tive and Minister to England from Canada, to 
a Boston Record reporter at the Gilsey House 
yesterday. Sir Alexander is about 60 years old, 
is quite gray, but exceedingly well preservea, 
and converses smoothly and unreservedly 
about English politics, He had just arrived 
from Engiand. 

“What are the chief indications in that di- 


rection?” 

“The successful overthrow of several gov- 
ernments upon the question, the attempted 
coalition of both the Conservative and Liberal 
parties with Parnell to keep in power, and the 
continual political excitement upon the sub- 
ject. I see it coming, and the deepthinking 
statesmen of England with whom I conversed 
dre of tne same opinion. England is in the 
midst of great political uncertainty. The 
wildest rumors gain credence, and no man, 
however keen his political sagacity, is willing 
to predict the length of time a Ministry will 
survive. Gladstone desires to help Ireland. 
but his party is divided and he can hope to 
keep in power but a few weeks at most. His 
measures to help Ireland will not be tolerated 
at present by the English tax-paying people. 
They had rather give Ireland self-government 
at once than buy the land for the peasantry at an 
outlay of £100,000,000 or £200,000,000. Touch 
the pocket of a British taxpayer and you strike 
bim home, It is the general opinion that Glad- 
stone’s reign will soon be over. He is a von- 
derful man, and may live to be Prime Minister 
again. When he surrenders a coalition Minis- 
try of some kind will be formed. The situa- 
tion is fearfully mixed.“ | 

„How will such a chaos of affairs accelerate 
home rule?“ 

„Easy enough, The coalition Ministry will 
be short-lived, perhaps, for the same reason 
that Giadstone’s was—the failure to agree on 
any plan in regard to Ireland. Others will fol- 
low, and each day will bring matters nearer a 
solution. Autonomy to Ireland is inevitable, 
and would have been granted long ago but for 
the fact that the Nationalists terrorized the 
country. The Loyalists fear the rule of the 
Roman Catholic majority. The British colonies 
are looking on with interest at the struggle 
between England and Ireland. 

think that the solution of the whole ques- 
tion will result in a confederation of all the 
provinces. It is bound to come to that to keep 
together the British Empire. The provinces as 
they are now quietly submi. to being ruled 
without baving any voice, but I do not think it 
will continue so long. Look at the New Guinea 
affair last year between England and Austra- 
lia; that indicates what attitude the provinces 
are liable to assume. When England first took 
possession of many of her provinces they had 
a small population, but now they are empires 
within themselves. and sbould be entitled to 
the same privileges as the mother country. 
The settlement of the Irish question will bring 
that about, I think. The confederation will 
be somewhat on the same principle as that 
of the States in the Union, with a Senate 
and House. The provinces have one advan- 
tage at preseut—they do not have to pay the 
expenses of the English Government. The 
English Government can levy troops in the 
provinces only to repel an invasion in that par- 
ticular province. As a federauon the British 
Empire will be much stronger in every way. It 
will be conducted pretty much the same as the 
United States, except in the matter of excise 
and collecting customs. 

„What is the peculiar phase in English pol- 
itics now?” 

“It is the generally democratic tendency of 
the people. Universal franchise has left things 
ip an uncertain state, but I feel sure that it 
will work cut for the benefit of ali classes in 
the end. Ruland today is practically more 
democratic than the United States. The Sen- 
ate of the United States has far greater power 
than the House of Lords. Will the House of 
Lords be abolished? I think not. It is one of 
the branches of the English Government, and 
will survive quite atime yet, I imagine, al- 
though I confess that Henry Labouchére’s 
call for a vote on that question was rather 
olose.“

The fourth annual commencement exercises 
of the Chicago College of Dental Surgery were 
held yesterday afternoon at the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church before an audience of about 
200 persons, exclusive of the undergraduates 
of the college, Dr. James A. Swasey, President 
of the college, presiding. Messrs. West and 
Zimmer, undergraduates, acted as ushers. 

The exercises were opened by music, and a 
prayer by the Rev. Mr. Thomas followed, in- 
voking blessings upon the college and its work, 
and especially upon the young men of the 
graduating class. After more music the re- 
port of the Secretary was read by Prof. T. W. 
Brophy. The report stated that there were 
thirty-two instructors connected with the col- 


lege, and that during the year just ended 
there had been eighty-seven matriculates— 
thirty-six more than during the previous year. 
The Secretary further reported that 9,001 pa- 
tients bad visited the infirmary, who had been 
treated for all sorts of affections of the teeth 
and diseases of the mouth. The treatment 
was free of all charges, except for the actual 
expenses of materials used in the performance 
of operations. The suggestion was made to 
young men wishing a practical experience of 
dentists’ work that it would be better tor them 
to take the spring course offered by the col- 
lege than to enter as students in the offices of 
practicing dentists, as that course offered full 
facilities. Following the reading of the Secre- 
tary’s report Mr. W. 8. Peck rendered an Ave 
Maria on the organ, and then President Swa- 
sey conferred the degree of Doctor of Dental 
Surgery upon the sixteen members of the 
graduating class, as follows:

EVIDENTLY DON’T. WANT IT. 


Apparently Very Little Desire for the Es- 
tablishment of a “Call” on the Board of 
Trade. 

A fairly attended meeting of the members 
of the Board of Trade was beld in the cail- 
room yesterday afternoon to take action on 
two amendments pertaining to the call. The 
directors at a recent meeting adopted an 
amendment to the rules providing tor the es- 
tablishment of a call after the ordinary trad- 
ing hours and recognizing as regular all busi- 
ness transacted in the cali-room prior to the 
adjournment of such call. It was also under- 
stood that the doors of the exchange hall 
should be closed during the progress of the 
call. An amendment to this amendment, got- 
ten up by Cyrus H. Adams and pretty exten- 
sively signed by the members, which 
provides that „ business shall be 
transacted on such eaill only between 
the bours of 3:30 a. m. and 1 p. m., or between 
2p. m. and 2:30 p. m.; andthat the exchange 
hall sball be open for business during all of 
the session of such call,“ was the practical 
subject under discussion. Ira 8. Younglove, 
amid a chorus of derisive howls and cheers, 
moved that the amendment be laid on the ta- 
ble, but after a troublesome count this motion 
was lost by 79 to 65 votes. Cyrus H. Adams 
then moved that his amendment be aproved, 
and, amid a volley of bowis and cat-calls, the 
amendment received the apparently unani- 
mous indorsement of the meeting. The amend- 
ment will be voted on by the members in the 
course of a few days, but the board's verdict 
is somewhat uncertain to forecast. Nota few 
of the best-posted members claim that the 
adoption of the amendment will settie the fate 
of the call, as unless the doors of the exchange 
hall are closed during the progress of the call 
that institution will prove as much of a failure 
as before. 


A LAKE POLITICIAN’S SCRAPE, 


The Murderous Actions and Threats of a 
Saloonkeeper and Late Candidate for the 
Office of Supervisor. 

Officer Joyce of the Central detail was stand- 
ing on the cornerof La Salle and Randolph 
streets late yesterday afternoon, when a big, 
burly fellow approached him and exclaimed 
excitedly: “I’ve kilied one policeman already 
and I'm going to kill anotber before I leave 
this town.“ This unexpected remark was fol- 
lowed up with a blow before the astonished 
officer could grasp the situation. Some by- 
stander called out: **Tbat’s Ben Leitch, from 
the Town of Lake. Look out for him. He has 
killed one policeman already.“ Ufficer Joyce 
hit bis assailant over the head with his ciub 
just as the latter reached for his bip pocket, 
saying: **—— —— you, Tl rip your bowels 
out.” Two other officers came to the rescue 
and Leitch was taken to the Central Station. 
Leitch, with many curses, continued to 
assert his intention of killing Jim Bonfield, 
Max Kipley, and Tom Gaban, the first two 
being police officers; and the latter Supervisor 
of the Town of Lake. While thus engaged he 
espied a reporter against whom he had a 
grudge. Hising from his chair Leſtoh hit the 
reporter in the face, knocking bim across the 
room and over the table. Two or three police 
officers sprang up and avenged the reporter by 
several sturdy blows. Leitch was locked up 
at the armory. He is a saloonkeeper in the 
Town of Lake, and a recent candidate for Su- 
pervisor. About four years ago he shot Capt. 
Palmer of the Citwens’ League because the 
latter had prosecuted him for selling to minors. 
The notorious * Puggy"’ O' Leary ana Bull 
Flaherty were among his customers. Leitch’s 
brother Walter, who called during the after- 


noon, announced that he would proceed against

| QUESTIONS OF LAW. 


WHAT YESTERDAY DEVELOPED IN THE 
WAY OF COURT NEWS. 


Judge Moran’s Model Opinions in the Appel- 
late Court—Klinesmith, the Auctioneer, 
Beaten Again—Mr. and Mrs. Middleton’s 
Troubles—Charging “ Freeze-Out” Tac- 
tics Against a Corporation—The Record. 


Sixteen opinions were filed yesterday by the 
Judges of the Appellate Court, among which were 
balf a dozen by Judge Wilson’s successor, Judge 
Moran. The latter, contrary to the usual habit, 
begins his work by writing very brief opinions. His 
decision in the chnse of Anton Junker against 
Nicholas Kuhnen isa model. This wag & suit to 
recover $1,000 of Junker under his statutory liabil- 
ity as holder of ten shares of the stock of the Ger- 
mania Insurance Company. The court overruled 
a demurrer to defendant's plea of the statute of 
limitation, and gave judgment for the amount of 
the claim. After stating the facts in a page and a 
halt of legal cap the Judge said: The liability 
sought to be enforced against plaintiff in error is 
in the way of apenalty (Weidemeyer vs. Spruance, 
101 U., 278), and to recover for such penalty the 
statute of limitations is a good plea. (Gridley vs. 
Barnes, 103 III., 211.) It was error to sustain the 
demurrer and the case must therefore be reversed 
and remanded.”’ . 


Beaten Again. 

Among the decisions yesterday by the Appellate 
Court was one in the case of H. C. Klinesmith, the 
auctioneer. He filed a bill against Mayor Harri- 
son and tlie Chief of Police. saying that ne had ap- 
plied for an auctioneer’s license in May, 1885, and 
offered to pay the $300 fee, but the Mayor refused 
to give him one, and the police force were bent on 
breaking him up in business. He wanted an in- 
junction to prevent them from interfering with 
him, but his bill was dismissed by the Superior 
Court. On appeal Judge Bailey held that the bill 
did not sbow that any prosecution against the com- 
plainant for the breach of any ordinance had been 
instituted or threatened, nor that any of the acts 
of the city authorities complained of were com- 
mitted under guise of an attempt to enforce a 
municipal ordinance. The demurrer to the bill was 
properly sustained. 


Middleton Wins. 

Judge McAllister decided the separate main- 
tenance case of Kate Middleton against George 
Middleton, the dime-museum man. After she filed 
her bill for separate maintenance, charging adul- 
tery, he fled a cross bill for divorce on the same 
ground. Pending the hearing Judge Tuley award- 
ed her $200 a month temporary alimony, from 
which Middleton appealed. It appeared on the 
hearing that in March, 1885, only three months be- 
fore the bill was filed, the parties agreed to a sep- 
aration on his paying her $200 a month. The Ap- 
pellate Court held this agreement was valid, and 
that it would be oppressive to compel Middleton 
to pay the #290 a month under this contract and 
as much more under Judge Tuley’s order. 
The order would therefore be reversed and the 
case remanded for further proceedings. Since this 
appeal the whole case has been heard, and the 
Judge dismissed both bill and cross-bill and re- 
manded the woman to her rights under her con- 
tract of separation. . 


Other Opinions. 

The decree of Judge Shepard in the trade-mark 
case of Samuel Frazer et al. vs. The Frazer Lubri- 
cating Company was affirmed by Judge Morsn. 
This was a bili to restrain Samuel Frazer 4 Co. 


from using the words Frazer’s axle-grease’’ or 
* Frazer ’’ to denote a make of axle-grease. Sam- 
uel Frazer was the first inventor, but in 1870 sold 
all his rights to the company, and also the right to 
use his name. In 1884 he obtained another patent 
for a similar compound, and then began making 
axie-grease and using on his packages the word 
Fraser.“ The Superior Court granted a perpet- 
ual injunction and the Appellate Court affirmed the 
decision. 

In the case of Alvina McKee, the woman who 
made herself notorious by shooting Constable Me- 
Elligott, against Loren Chadwick and others, the 
Appellate Covrt, by Judge Bailey, reversed the 
judgment of the court below for $5,000 on the 
ground that it was excessive. The Judge intimated 
that the jury had been influenced by undue sym- 
pathy for the woman as well as improper prejudice 
against the men who took away the property she 
claimed to own. 


Claims to Have Been Frozen Out. 

Judge Shepard is hearing the case of Malcolm 
McDowell against the Chicago Steel-Works and 
Catharinus, Ebenezer, and Kate M. Buckingham to 
recover a quarter interest in the stock of the steel- 
works. The amount claimed is about $40,000. Ac- 
cording to complainant’s claim the company was 
Organized in 1873 with a capital stock of $20,- 
000, he giving. a patent for making steel 
plows out of refuse steel and his technical 
skill in payment of his quarter interest, 
and it was agreed he should not pay anything on 
account of his stock in cash. For a year or two 
the company made no profits, but in 1579 it paid 
something, and in 1882 the capital stock was raised 
to $100,000, and a dividend of 85 per cent was 
declared and $40,000 passed to the surplus 
account. Complainant resigned his connection 
with the company in 1879, and in 1880 the officers 
declared his stock note,which he had given, due, 
and called on him to payit. He failed to do so, 
and subsequently receiv $1,097 from the com- 
pany asthe remains of what his stock sold for 
after paying his stock note. Ile claims the de- 
fendants conspired to freeze him Out, and that the 
pretended sale of stock was void and should be set 
aside.. The defendants deny any fraud or con- 
spiracy, contend that McDowell assentec to all 
their proceedings, and that his stock bas been le- 
gally forfeited. 


The Wright Habeas Corpus. 

Judge Gresham yesterday expected to hear the 
habeas-corpus case of Henry T. Wright, the Racine 
Deputy Postmaster, but the Marshal had not had 
time to bring him here from the Chester Peniten- 


tiary, where he is confined, and the hearing was 
put over until the Marshal gets here, which will 
probably be today. In 1882 an information was 
filed in the Wisconsin United States District Court 
against Wright for embezziement of $412 of the 
money-order funds. He pleaded guilty, and was 
sentenced at Milwaukee to five yearsin States 
prison. In July last a petition for habeas corpus 
was filed on the same ground raised in the Mackin 
case—that proceedings by information for an in- 
famous crime was illegal. The application was de- 
nied, but is now renewed since the decision of the 
Supreme Court in tne Mackin case,

Ear Corn in the Crib. 

CHICAGO, March 30.—|Editor of The Trit-. 
une.|—How many bushels of ear corn will a 
crib bold the inside dimensions of which are: 
23 feet long, 8 feet wide, and 9 feet 6 inches 
high? I have six different answers, no two 
alike. W. C. M. 

[Anybody who knows the wide room for va- 
riation in the ratio of the bulk of an ear of 
corn to the weight of the shelled kerueis will 
be aware that norule can fit every case. But 
itis generally admitted that a fair allowance 
of room in the crib is nine cubic teet for every 
four bushels. Corn must be pretty poor if it 
will not pan out the expected number of bush- 
els as computed on this basis, ana the out-turn 
will generally be a littie more. According to 
this rule the number of cubic feet in the bin is 
1,748. Subtract from this one-ninth part of 
itself, and half the remainder is 777, the number 
of bushels of shelled corn, at fifty-six pounds 
to the bushel when dry enough to grade as No. 
2 in this market.] 


Was This What Started Edison on His In- 
duction Telegraph? 

CHICAGO, March 30.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une.|— Your correspondent, **M. C. 8.," who 
seeks information relative to an inventor who 
claimed to have discovered a method whereby 
be could telegraph through the upper strata of 
the air without the aid of wires from Washing- 
ton to Chicago or any other city, doubtless has 
reference to Prof. Lafayette C. Loomis of 
Washington City. This gentleman’s theories 
were public property at least twenty years ago, 
about which time they cameto the attention 
of the writer. Prof. Loomis was about that 
time at the head of an educational institution 
at Wheeling, W. Va., and, I believe, made some 
experiments there. He afterwards, I under- 
stood, made some experiments with signal 
stations on the Blue Ridge and North Mount- 
ain, across the Shenandoah Valley,. Virginia. 
His theory was, in a general way, that at a 
considerable elevation a stratum of air existed 
of sufficient density to form a conductor for 
an electric current, the circuit bemg com- 
pleted by a ground at each end of the line. 
Prof. Loomis thought it would be practicable 
to telegraph across the continent—that is, from 
the Allegbenies to the Rockies—if the requisit 
aerial medium existed. It would seem the me 
dium was never found; or it may be there was 
a lack of electricai knowledge or apparatus to 
utilize it. Taking Loomis’ idea asa starter, 
Edison might do better. G. D. H. 


Overworked Bookkeepers. 

CHICAGO, March 31.—/[ Editor of The Tribune.} 
As labor seems to be having an ignings it 
may be a good time for overworked ana under- 
paid clerks to putinan effort for their ame- 
lioration. I propose, as I belong to this class, 
that the bookkeepers organize a society. The 
object of the organization will be readily seen. 
In many instances trom ten to sixteen hours a 
day are exacted. This confinement and work 
is deadly, simply deadly. I know there is a 
feeling that ours is light work, but the appear- 
ance of those engaged in it is enough to con- 
trovert such an argument. Who so pale and 
broken in health as the average wokkeeper of 
middie age? Eight hours a day for this class 
of work is enougb. Let any one who doubts it 
try it steadily for awhile. 

Excessive competition is the greatest of our 
difficulties. But seven-tenths of those seeking 
employment as accountants are n. g. Em- 
ployers, however, can get myriads of applicants 
for any place at any price, and few realize the 
distinction between experts and novices. 
Hence our skill is of little use to us; price 
governs. An organization could establish a 
sort of civil-service examination for appl. 
cants and inquire into their reputation and 
habits. Its indorsement would be valuable 
and would in time control appointments and 
in a large degree wages. It could also insure 
its membership and offer other privileges to be 
obtained only by organized effort.

Indiana Avenue Car Tracks. 

CICAOO, March 30.—|Editor of The Tribe 
une.|—Permit me to correct the somewhat ere 
roneous impression the articie in this morn- 
ing’s paper (purporting to have been written 
ty resideats and owners, but, as those inter- 
ested and aware of the facts well know, by the 
railway company’s agent) may convey in ref- 
erence to the suggested improvements (?) on 
Indiana avenue. The facts, as I understand 
them, are as follows: The property-owners 
have been annoyed beyond measure for sev- 
eral years by the determination of the South 
Side Railroad Company to lay a doubie track 
on their beautiful avenue, going even 80 far 
as to threaten to it over night or the 
Sabbath, but an injunction prevented that out- 
rage two or three years ago.

The company offered at that meeting, in re- 
turn for the privilege of laying a doubie track, 
to use horse power only, remove the curb- 
stones back one foot on each side, 
and pave the street; but any one 
who would not sign for the double 
track must be at that expense themselves, 
One of the property-owners, a learned Judge, 
vehemently protested against a double track— 
it would spoil the avenue, and their offer was 
in the form of a bribe, as any court would 
prove, and any such benefit toa corporanon 
should only be obtained through bonorable 
measures. Those were the sentiments also 
openly expressed by all property-owners pres 
ent, and the suggestion made to abide by their 
original charter, **go up one street and down 
another,” and Prairie avenue mentioned as the 
up or down street, But no! The Superin- 
tendent lived on Prairie avenue, and tliat was 
vetoed, of course. Then it was to be left to 
the majority of the property-owners, a com- 
mittee of two being appointed for each block 
to call upon every owner and give him or ber 
a chance to sign against it.
